repealed.

or other matter or thing not now existing or in force. 

(2) Sub-section (/) shall not be held to prejudice or affect the general application of 
section 6 of the Gaieral Clauses Act, 1897 with regard to the effect of repeal of the Acts 
specified indie Schedule.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Commission on Review of Administrative Laws headed by Shri P.C. Jain, in its 
eport submitted to the Government on 30th September, 1998, recommended the repeal of 
e following enactments administered by the Ministry of Finance, namely:— 

(i) the Mineral Oils (Additional Duties of Excise and Customs) Act, 195 8 (27 of 195 8); 

(ii) the SugV (Special Excise Duty) Act, 1959 (5 8 of 1959); 

(iii) the Central Duties of Excise (Retrospective Exeiqttion) Act, 1986 (45 of 1986); 

(iv) the Customs and Excise Revenues Appellate Tribunal Act, 1986 (62 of 1986). 

2. The aforesaid recommendations of the Commission on Review of Administrative 
aws were examined by the Department of Revenue and it was found that tfie said enactments 
ave no fiirtiier application and are obsolete. 

3. Besides the repeal of the above-mentioned Acts, the Department of Revenue also 
xamined the provisions of the Customs and Central Excises Laws (Amendment) Act, 1988 
>9 of 1988) and found that the provisions of the said Act were related to establishment and 
jnctioning of the Appellate Tribunal constituted under the Customs and Excise Revenues 
ippellate Tribunal Act, 1986 referred to at (iv) above. After repealing the enactment under 
^hich the Appellate Tribunal was to be constituted, the Customs and Central Excises Laws 
\mendment) Act, 198 8 has also to be repealed. The Bill proposes to repeal the aforesmd five 
nactments to remove the obsolete laws from the Statute book. 

4. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects.

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty-fifth Year of the RepubUc of India as 
follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Railways) No. 3 Act, 2<H)4. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be paid and applied 
sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the 
aggregate, [inclusive of the sums specified in column 3 of the Schedule to the 
Appropriation (Railways) Vote on Account No. 2 Act, 2004] to the sum 6f eighty-one 
thousand one hundred sixty-six ctores, seven lakhs and eleven thousand rupees towards 
deftayii^ the several charges which will come in course of payment during Ae financial 
year 2004-05, in respect of the services relating to Railways specified in column 2 of the 
Schedule. 

3. The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated for the services and purposes expressed 
in the Schedule in relation to the said year.
